Wheeling. ~W. Ya . Feb. 14.—River 
conditions above and below Wheeling 
todav are the most menacing in the 
history of sieamboating. and big loss 
to floating property is believed to be 
inevitable. 
The river is now gorged 
from Buck Kill bottom to just below 
Wheeling, and when thl3 immense 
field of ice passes out, as it is expected 
to do with the passing of the cold 
snap, it may mow down scores of 
towboats and small packets which are 
but illy sheltered. The ice is heavier 
than ever before known on the upper 
Ohio and the present cold wave is 
adding to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion.

An Indiana Saloon keeper who be­ 
lieves that he has some good ideas on 
the liqnor license question ha« drawn 
up a bill and succeeded in getting it 
introduced in the Senate.

The man who prepared the bill 
is a saloon 
keeper 
of Vincennes. 
Strange to sa i. the chief provision of 
the bill is drawn to increase the sa 
loon license. 
The author of the meas­ 
ure believe« that higher license will 
benefit the respectable saloon keeper as 
well as the community, because it will 
keep irresponsible people out of the 
business. 
The bill also makes the man who 
secures the license responsible for the 
conduct of the saloon. 
Another provision of the bill locates 
saloons according to population. 
The 
bill provides for one saloon for each 
one thousand population 
Under the terms of th# bill the li­ 
cense fee is placed at $4000. 


Chicago, Feb. 14.—Not during the 
last six years has thé equal of the 
present cold weather been experi­ 
enced in the West, and in many places 
no such low temperatures h av e been 
recorded since the establishment of 
weather bureaus. 
m 
The area of the cold wave extends 
from Canada to the Gulf of M exico and 
from the Rocky mountains to the At­ 
lantic. 
The line of zero went her is 
about in the latitude of Memphis, but 
all through the South freezing weath­ 
er is reported 
In the North the mer­ 
cury has registered anywhere from 
zero to #5 degrees below, the latter 
mark being scored at Richland Center, 
Wia. 
Trains everywhere in the West 
and Northwest are from two to twelve 
hours late, becaune of the packing 
of the fine snow in tne cuts. Although 
details are lacking it is estimated that 
about a score of people have lost their 
lives the majority ot the fatalities 
being in the Southwest, where dis­ 
tances be’ ween houses and towns are 
great and shelter hard to find. 
The loss of cattle on the ranges, 
particularly on those lying in the 
northern part of the southern tier of 
states, will be very heavy. 


Indianapolis. Feb. 14.—In the house 
this afternoon the railway commission 
bill was a special order of business. 
Late yesterday afternoon the senate 
unanimously passed the railway com­ 
mission bill, which will probably be­ 
come a law this week. 
In the house Representative Branch 
moved that his own bill for a compul­ 
sory voting machine be killed after it 
had been amended so as to read that 
county commissioners “may” and not 
“shall” buy machines. 
His motion 
was concurred in and there will prob­ 
ably be no turther attempts this time 
to pass a compulsory law on the sub­ 
ject. 
The Guirl bill permitting foreign*# 
mutual fire insurance companies to do 
business in Indiana on the same basis 
as state mutuals, was passed after a 
long debate. 
The old line companies 
and state mutuals are against this bill. 
The house showed a friendly -dis­ 
position toward Representative Bails­ 
man's bill making child desertion a 
felony, advancing it to engrossment. 
By request Representative Berndt In­ 
troduced a bill to compel children to 
support aged and indigent parents 
who are objects of charity. 
It would 
give public officials power to collect 
from the children what It cost charita­ 
ble organizations to support the in­ 
digent parents. 
The Wtckwire inhertance tax bill 
was a special order of business In the 
senate yesterday, but final considera­ 
tion was postponed till today at the 
request of the author. He defended It 
in a carefully prepared speech makin 
the claim that the tax would cont 
ute greatly to the support of the s 
benevolent institutions. A similar 
in New York has been held cor 
tionrl by the supreme court c 
United States, he said. 
The 
wealthy class, he continued, ar 
best position to contribute to taxglMbn 
funds, especially as they often fall*to 
pay their taxes in proportion to then* 
protection by law. 
Senator Slack, 
speaking for the bill, quoted an opin­ 
ion of ex Attorney General Taylor fa­ 
voring an inheritance tax.

Wood of Lafayette in favoring the 
bill declared that the only people in 
the entire slate who seek to defeat it 
are the extremely wealthy, who can

to help

Sen­ 
ator Kimbrough of Muncie, offered an 
amendment against taxation of direct 
inheritance, as he held that when a 
wife and children help a man to ac­ 
cumulate a fortune they should be 
entitled to all of it at his demise. 
This amendment was adopted. 
Sena­ 
tor Wick wire insisted that the tax 
would compel estates that have hoard­ 
ed up and sequestered property that 
has been hidden from the tax dupli­ 
cate to make at least one contribution.

to o btain a license. 
He said that 100 
years ago there was a similar custo m 
amo ng the Quakers and few div ree 
pro ceedings 
resulted. 
He 
asserted 
that mo st o f the divo rces are the re­ 
sult 
o f 
twenty-fo ur-ho ur 
co urtship 
marriages. 
Representative Hanna, a 
bachelo r, who o ppo sed the bill, co m­ 
pared two sectio ns o f the bill to the 
remo nstrance features o f the Barrett 
street Impro vement law, which be said 
had been co pied and made to apply to 
marriages. 
Representative 
Bo sso n 
said that o n behalf o f the eighteen 
bachelo r members o f the ho use he 
wo uld o ppo se the bill, but Representa­ 
tive Stansbury, a Republican leader, 
said the subject sho uld be taken seri­ 
o usly In "lew o f the desire o f the 
churches end judges fo r stricter reg­ 
ulatio ns. 
i he bill was defeated, ho w­ 
ever, by a vo te o f 53 to 18.

fined to his ro o ms at the Clay po o l 
ho tel by Illness and fcas therefo re been 
unable to affix his signature to the few 
pieces o f pro po sed 
legislatio n 
that 
have reached the ex ecutive o ffice 
Pro bably no act o f Go verno r Han- 
ly’s 
administratio n 
will 
give 
him 
greater pleasure than did the affix ing 
o f his signature to the Mo o re temper­ 
ance measure yesterday. 
This pro ce­ 
dure did no t make the bill a law', be­ 
cause 
it 
co ntained 
no 
emergency 
clause, and it will therefo re no t be­ 
co me o f fo rce and effect until the go v­ 
erno r has issued his pro clamatio n rel­ 
ative to the acts o f the present gen­ 
eral assembly early in May. 
The Mo o re bill 
makes a remo n­ 
strance o f a majo rity o f the vo ters o f 
a to wnship o r ward effective against 
the salo o n business o r an applicant 
fo r salo o n license fo r two years.

Petitio ns In favo r o f the enactment 
o f the Parks bill co ntinue to reach 
the members o f the ho use. 
Enco ur­ 
aged by the attitude o f the general 
assembly to ward mo ral questio ns as 
ex emplified in 
its actio n upo n the 
Mo o re bill, hundreds o f peo ple are 
asking

against the cigarette evil. 
While the 
Parks’ bill may no t pass in its present

New Yo rk, Feb. 14.—As the guest o f 
ho no r at the Linco ln dinner o f the 
Republican club in this city last night 
President Ro o sevel*. made a speech 
o n the race pro blem. 
He appealed to 
the No rth to make Its friendship to 
the so uth ail the greater because o f 
"the embarrassment o f co nditio ns fo r 
which she is no t alo ne respo nsible,” 
declared that the heartiest ackno w­ 
ledgments are due to the ministers, 
law o fficers, grard J uries, public men 
and "great daily newspapers in the 
So uth who have recently do ne such 
effective wo rk in leading the crusade 
against lynching." and said that the 
pro blem was to "so adjust the rela­ 
tio ns between two races o f different 
ethic type, that the backward race be 
trained so that it may enter into the 
po ssessio n o f true freedo m, while the 
fo rward race is enabled to preserve 
unharmed 
the 
high 
civilizatio n 
wro ught o ut by its fo refathers,” 
"All go o d Americans who dwell in 
the No rth," said the president, "must 
feel the mo st earnest friendship fo r 
their fello w-co untrymen who dwell in 
the So uth, a friendship all the great­ 
er because it is in the So uth that we 
find in its mo st acute phase cne o f the 
gravest pro blems befo re o ur peo ple: 
the pro blem o f so dealing with the 
man o f o ne co lo r as to secure him the 
rights that no o ne wo uld grudge him 
If he were o f ano ther co lo r. 
To so lve 
this pro blem it is, o f ctnirse, necessary 
to educate him to perfo rm the duties, 
a failure to perfo rm which will render 
him a curse to him self and to all 
aro und him. 
“ Mo st certainly all clear-sighted and 
genero us men In the No rth appreciate 
the difficulty and perplexity o f this 
pro blem, sympathize with the So uth 
in the embarrassment o f co nditio ns 
fo r *which she is no t alo ne respo nsible, 
feel an ho nest wish to help her where 
help 
is 
practicable, 
and 
have the 
heartiest respect fo r tho se brave and 
earnest men o f the So uth who , in the 
face o f fearful difficulties, 'are do ing 
all that men can do fo r the betterment 
alike o f white and o f black. 
The at­ 
titude o f the No rth to ward the negro 
is far fro m what it sho uld be and 
there is need that the No rth also 
sho uld act in go o d faith upo n the 
principle o f giving to each man what 
is justly due him, o f treating him o n 
his wo rth as a man. granting him no 
special favo rs, but denying him no 
pro per o ppo rtunity fo r labo r and the 
reward o f labo r. 
But the peculiar cir­ 
cumstances o f the So uth render the 
pro blem there far greater and far 
mo re acute. 
"Neither I no r any o ther man can 
say that any given way o f appro ach­ 
ing that pro blem will present In o ur 
time even an appro ximately perfect 
so lutio n, but we can safely say that 
there can never be such so lutio n at all 
unless we appro ach it with the effo rt 
to do fair and equal justlec amo ng all 
men: and to demand fro m them in 
return just and 
fair treatment fo r 
o thers. 
Our effo rt sho uld be to se­ 
cure to each man, whatever his co lo r, 
equality o f o ppo rtunity, equality o f 
treatment befo re the law. 
As a peo ­ 
ple striving to shape o ur actio ns in 
acco rdance with the great law o f right­ 
eo usness we canno t affo rd to take part 
In o r be indifferent to the o ppressio n 
o r maltreatment o f any man who , 
against 
crushing disadvantages, has 
by his o wn industry, energy, 
self- 
respect and 
perseverance 
struggled 
upward to a po sitio n which wo uld en­ 
title him to the respect o f his fello ws, 
If o nly his skin were o f a different 
hue. 
"The pro blem is so to adjust the 
relatio ns between two races o f differ­ 
ent ethnic type that the rights o f 
neither be abridged no r J eo parded: 
that the backward race be trained so 
that it „ may enter into the po ssessio n 
o f true freedo m, while the fo rward 
race is enabled to preserve unharmed 
the high civilirAtio n wro ught o ut by 
its fo refathers. 
The wo rking o ut o f 
this pro blem must necessarily be slo w. 
It is a pro blem demanding the best 
tho ught, the utmo st patience, the mo st 
earnest effo rt, the bro adest charity, 
o f the statesman, the student, the 
philanthro pist; 
o f 
the 
leaders 
o f 
tho ught in every department o f o ur 
natio nal life."

There are tw o kinds o f go vernment 
seed distrio utio n—-scientific and p o liti­ 
cal. 
One is carried o n fo r the benefit 
o f the agricultural interests o f the 
co nntry, the o ther fo r the benefit o f 
! Co ngressmen. 
In the scientific distributio n new 
varieties o f seeds are sent to educated 
o bservers fo r experim ental purpo se*. 
The results o f this distributio n are 
invaluable. 
In the po litical distribn 
tio n garden ami flo wer seeds are sent 
o ut by the Co ngressmen who furnish 
the names and leave the manual labo r 
to the Agricultural Department. There 
Is a mistaken no tio n tiiat the buco lic 
statesmen alo ne are respo nsible fo r the 
Go vernment’s co m petitio n with pri 
vate seed co mpanies. 
C ity Co ngress­ 
men ’like to explo it this m yth ; but 
w hile their co nstituents have no use 
fo r 
pumpkin 
and 
rutabaga seeds, 
flo wer seeds are welco me even to the 
tenement dwellers who can suppo rt 
o nly a winno w garden. 
A Minneso ta Co ngressman sarcasti­ 
cally inquired whether the plan co uld 
no t be changed so that he m ight sup­ 
ply 
hi? co nstituents w ith 
Durham 
cattle, which, 
he said, they much 
preferred to 
garden seed. 
Ano ther 
co mment suggested that what the far 
mers reallv needed was hired .men to 
plant, and cultivate the seeds. 
So far 
as the principle go es, it ri hard to see 
why arguments that suppo rt free seed 
canno t also apply to live sto ck and 
hired help stripped free under the go v­ 
ernment fraifi.

Both indulged in per­ 
sonalities of the gravest character and 
so stirred the house as to arouse 
among certain memb ers a feeling of 
the greatest indignation. Mr. Sullivan 
heaped upon Mr. Hearst a tirade of 
denunciation, while the latter b y 1m 
plication charged Mr. Sullivan with 
complicity in murder. 
The affair grew out of the recent 
discusaion of the freight rate ques­ 
tion in the house, when Mr. Sullivan 
inquired of Mr. Lamar of Florida, who 
was favoring the Hearst b ill, why Mr. 
H eant did not defend his own hill, 
this b eing followed b y a criticism of 
Mr. Sullivan in the New York Ameri­ 
can and Journal. 
Several 
appeals 
were 
made 
to 
Speaker Canoon to cause the two men 
to desist In their ab use of each other. 
Speaker Cannon, 
however, allowed 
them to proceed. Mr Sullivan entire­ 
ly concluded, b ut in the case of Mr. 
Hearat. the speaker, on reconsiders 
tion, noting the temper of the house, 
decided that an accusation of homi­ 
cide against a fellow memb er was not 
parliamentary b ecause it was calculat­ 
ed to provoke disorder and disturb ­ 
ance.

T uis. he said, touched 
him in his representative capacity 
and was a delib erate insult from one 
memb er of the house to another.

rupted to ma*e the point of order that 
Mr Sullivan was violating the rules 
of the house. 
There were quite gen­ 
eral expressions of disaproval of Mr 
Rob inson’s point, and it was some 
time b efore 8peaker Cannon could re­ 
store order to pronounce his ruling 
He held t iat the language used up to 
that time was strictly in order.

HI* reply wa* b rief, the 
sensational part b eing contained in 
the concluding sentences, which b y 
inference charged Mr. Sullivan with

He charged that John A. Sul­ 
livan was one of two b rothers who had 
kept a saloon in Boston wnere a mur­ 
der was committed, and that the two 
Sullivans 
were

slaughter. 
Mr. Hearst said he assumed entire 
responsib ility for the article which 
had aroused Mr. Sullivan’s indigna­ 
tion. although he said he b ad not in­ 
spired It nor did he know in advance 
of Ita intended pub lication.
